Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 17-30^.. and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Japanese 2001-053078. 

Japanese 2001-053078 teaches a method of producing a silicon wafer which is 
sliced off from a silicon single crystal ingot, ground and polished, is subjected to an IG 
processing method where it is quickly heated with a temperature rise rate of 
10*C/minute in the temperature range from a room temperature to 800 to 900*C and left 
to stand for 0.5 to 30 minutes. An ingot is pulled up from a silicon melt so as to be 
formed of a perfect region [P] where no hole defect aggregate and mo interstitial silicon 
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defect aggregate exit. The ingot, which is pulled up from a silicon melt, free from 
dislocations, and contains oxygen deposits. The temperature range from a room 
temperature to 650*C for 0 to 3 hours, then held at 700 to 800*C for 3 to 10 hours, and 
then cooled down to a room temperature. 

The difference being that Japanese 2001-053078 does not teach a method for 
producing a wafer wherein the heat-treated ingot is process into mirror-like wafers. 
However, in the absence of unobvious results, it would have been obvious to one or 
ordinary skill in the art to modify and optimize the process parameter limitations in order 
to ensure proper orientation.
